J 1 ft an Act was passed in the Parliament of 
Ireland, in the thirtieth year of the reign of his late Ma- 
jesty King George the Third, intituled, “ An Act for building a 
Bridge over the River Lough Foyle, at the City of Londonderry, and 
cj the Suburbs thereof, and for certain Regulations relative to said City,” 
granting to the Corporation of Londonderry a certain Rate of Tonnage 
Duty on all Ships and Vessels arriving in the Lough or River or 
Harbour of Lough Foyle, to enable the said Corporation to improve 
and cleanse the Port and Harbour and River of Londonderry : 

10 And whereas the Preservation and Improvement of the said Port and 
River has been provided for and entrusted to the control and manage- 
ment of the Ballast Office of the said City, under the provisions of an Act 
passed iu the forty-eighth year of the reign of his late Majesty King 
George the Third, intituled, “ An Act for building a Bridge over the 
! ^ River Lough Foyle, at the City of Londonderry, and the Suburbs 
thereof, and for certain Regulations relating to said City and also 
under the provisions of an Act passed in the second and third 
year of the reign of His present Majesty, intituled, “ An Act to make

And whereas the said Corporation of Londonderry have expended 
all the Monies levied under the authority of the aforesaid Act, on 
the Quays of the said City, which Quays were the private property of 
the said Corporation, and a sum of Public Money amounting on the 
whole to Seventeen thousand Two hundred and Seventy-eight Pounds, ~ 
has been thus expended without any diminution having on that account 
been made in the charge of Quayage for the use of said Quays by 
the public ; and in consequence of the embarrassment of the affairs of 
the said Corporation the said Quays have, under a Sheriff’s sale, alto- 
gether passed from the Corporation into the hands of a private indi- 10 
vidual ; and it is expedient that the aforesaid Tonnage Duties, levied by 
the Corporation, should altogether cease and determine ;
